Good Blocking Clears Touchdown Road For Combs, Kentucky Back 



To live up to their predic 
tlons the Wildcats were supposed to 
look ragged and unmpressive in win- 
ning their first two games, the two 
wins critcs found themselves able 
to concede for the years work. 

After the Blues massaged Marv- 
vHr 46-7 they still found fault, say- 
ing the win was a fluke, saying the 
Scotties were too light and green- 
ness was written indellible lead ov- 
er the Cats' play during the game. 
Saturday against a team that was 
almost their equal in weight. Ken- 
tucky clearly demonstrated that 
their opening game performance 
was merely a preview of their real 
strength in skinning the Oglethorpe 
Petrels. When the auditors had 
totaled the days collection of touch- 
downs and extra points, the aggre- 
gate score stood at 66-0. the high- 
est collection of points gathered by 
a Kentucky team since 1920.

saying that before Saturday. If 
they really thought the; Petrels were 
as weak as warm milk why did they 
give the Cats a margin of but three 
touchdowns I was looked upon as 
a genius in a moronic sort of way 
for predicting the margin would 
reach 35 points Then too. the 
Geohrgians weren't the surest 
tackle rs but the fact that usually 
when a potential Oglethorpe tackier 
would snatch at a Cat runner he 
would be felled by a vicious block 
might have done its bit to frustrate 
the Petrels tackling. Yessir. unless 
the Cats fold up like a collapsable 
drinking cup against Vanderbilt and 
live up to predictions the grand- 
stand quarterbacks will be bed-rid- 
den but at that I guess their only 
ailment would be severe inflama- 
tion of the conceit gland. 

And still more, it was a parent 
that the Oglethorpe ball carriers 
were awfully awkward and at times 
lost direction and ran together like 
a group of 2 a. m. drunks but us- 
ually Cat linemen were swarming 
all over them before they ap- 
proached the line of scrimmage. To 
say he least, that crazy shift called 
for the lads from mint julep land 
that so resembled the big apple was 
plenty classy and their white jer- 
sies with black shoulder patches 
made the appearance of the Petrels 
as colorful as a new mail order 
catalogue. 

"Shep" Sore Blocked 
To point to one man and register 
him as the star of Saturday's game 
would be practically impossible but 
personally I would nominate Joe 
Shepherd as coming as near to tak- 
ing that honor as any other parti- 
cipant in the riot. As far as ad- 
vanolng the ball \fis concerned, 
Shepherd didn't add much to the 
Cat yardage nor did he haul over 
anv touchdowns but he more than 
made up for this by his splendid 
blocking and the way he chose the 
plays. As if the amusing habit of 
blocking were contagious, the entire 
team was trying their hand at it 
before the game was over and with 
very pleasing results. 

And incidentally, the 67 yards ac- 
quired by the Petrels with running 
plays boosted to 109 the yards that 
have been gained through the Blue 
and White line in two games. Con- 
sidering that second and third 
stringers have performed as much 
as regulars during both games, the 
yardage seems even smaller. The 
line play in Saturday's meet was 
vastly improved over the Maryvtlle 
showing. The tackling was not on- 
ly vicious, it was brutal, as the front 
line trench custodians charged hard 
and low. The only figures that ran 
high on the Oglethorpe side of the 
ledger was the hospital roll call 
for on practically every play some 
hapless Southerner was ferried from 
the field.

Mark this down: on the Kentuc- 
ky roster are four tackles. Reid, 
Brown. Linden and Eidner. that are 
going to give the ball carriers a 
fit this year when they trespass 
on their territory. The guards still 
look especially strong especially the 
way they get down the field after 
punts. Palmer showed a determin- 
ation to pester Oglethorpe punters 
and twice succeeded in partially 
blocking kicks. The center region 
is possibly better guarded than any 
in the conference. It's evident that 
more could be desired from the 
ends on defensive help but their 
stick fingers for receiving passes 
makes them a constant scoring 
threat. 

Much was said and written con- 
cerning the weak pass defense a- 
gainst Mary vi lie but this sin was 
absent Saturday as the Wild-Kit- 
ty's showed the result of a week of 
anti-aerial drills. Oglethorpe at- 
tempted 10 over heads, completed 3 
for 18 yards and suffered the in- 
terception of two. On the other 
hand. Kentucky showed a marked 
improvement in their aerial bom- 
bardments, finding vacant arms for 
10 of the 18 heaves good for 178 
yards with three terminating In 
six point land.
